Concerning other prisoners being held without., 
charge in Argentina, in recent months about 450 people 
have been released from execotive detention or paroled. 

We are very encouraged by this trend and hope that 
progress in this area will continue. 

The major fctanan rights issue still facing Argentina 
is accounting for the disappeared . This is a problem 
we nope the Argentines will eventually resolve. At 
the same time, we will continue to use our influence 
privately and in international fora to encourage Argentine 
officials to make infoi nation available to the families 
of missing persons. We will ask cur Embassy in Buenos 
Aires to notify your office directly should any information 
concerning these individuals become available. 
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
